The following particulars of the death and 
burial of Johan Wilkes Booth, the assassin, 
are given by the New York correspondent 
ofthe S. fF, Bulletin: 


MYSTERIOUS DISPOSITION OF THE BODY. 


It ig. re: of course that the assassin 
Booth be pep alive, 80 that he might 
have been publicly exectted, “and have thus 
afforded opportunity for a more marked ex- 

ression of pablic detestation for his crime, 
BS Speedy'é termination of the villain’s tor- 
tures in: the flesh is felt to be far short of the 
retribution due in auch # case. Bat from in~ 
dications on the part of the pug a in the 
neighbéthood of ‘the Capitol, which were 
noted at the time’ of the reception of the news 
sof Booth’s. captere, it is possible that the tak- 
ing of Booth’s life by the hand of Corbett was 
a fortngate circumstance, all things con» 
sidered. Now that the excitement conse-

stibsided, it is to. see that the bringing 
of Booth alive into the, Washington Navy 
Yard wonld have been the signal for a boil 
ing over_of popular indignation. Nothing 
could Have withstood tlie fary of the excited 
thonsands congregated at Washington, 
ie PAINFUL DEATH.
